Agenda For A Real Peace 


A C anadian doctor checked the records of the 
num ber of babies born in the p rovince of .\lbcrta in 
lOfil. a year of nuclear testing, and discovered a m a r k­ 
ed correlation between a p resum ably radio-active rain ­ 
fall and a rise in the n um ber of birth defects. ,\nd a 
technician with a milk comp any, a p ersonal friend 
whose anonym ity I m ust resp ect, tells m e that his 
organization w as extrem ely jum p v over what got into 
the stom achs of cows from radioactive grass during 
one p articularly active p eriod of nuclear exp erim ent. 
1 don’t like to think of the radioactivity that has, at 
tim es, surely found its w ay into our children’s milk. 
Because these things bother me, 1 hop e that the 
f U, S. Senate will act favorably on the p rop osed test ban 
treaty which 
Avcrell H arrim an brought back from 
Moscow. But the test ban should be accep ted with 
op en eyes, as .something that stands quite by itself, and 
all talk that it constitutes a “ hop eful” first step tow ard 
significant disarm am en t should be discounted at once. 


Indeed, the p rosp ects are that ratification of 
the test ban treaty will serve, ironically, as a p re­ 
lude to an acceleration of the Cold War. The Com­

“ p eace” p rop aganda does to p roduce indecisive­ 
ness in .American and British councils, will certain­ 
ly feel more confident that their localized subver­ 
sion in underdevelop ed countries will be allowed 
to p roceed without p rotest from either Washington 
or London. While waiting for a sum m it conference, 
the Communists will be in a p osition to m ake hay. 


The first thing to do when K hrushchev op ens his 
m outh to suggest that a test ban trea ty should be 
followed up by some sort of non-aggression p act is to 
sta te the conditions that we of the West d em and as 
p relude to a com p rehensive “ p eace.”

Map Of Canada 


When many middle-aged and elderly people 


were mere boys and girls studying geography, 


the Northwest Territories, that tremendously icy 


section of the Dominion of Canada, was divided 


into three provisional districts, Mackenzie, Hee- 


watin and Franklin. 
Mackenzie was named after Sir Alexander 


Mackenzie, the great fur trader and explorer 


who lived from 1764 to 1820 — a Scot, of 
course. Franklin was named afteranEnglishman, 


Sir John Franklin (1786-1847) who served with 


Nelson at Trafalgar before exploring the Cana­ 
dian West, and Keewatin, a romatic-sounding 


word, is Cree for north wind. 
The Canadian parliament is preparing legis­ 


lation to divide the Northwest Territories into 
two new territories. The part to the west will be 


called Mackenzie, after the explorer, while the 
section to the east and far north will be called 
Nunassiaq, a name selected by the majority of 
the residents and which is Eskimo for “beautiful 
land.” 
The prospect that in addition to C anadas 
IO provinces there will be three instead of two 
territories (Yukon retains its status quo), will 
be of interest not only to Eskimos and school 
children — but also to people who make a living 
drawing maps and rewriting geography books.

What Can Be Done About Reverse Racism?

Agenda For A Real Peace 


A Canadian doctor cheeked the records of the 
num ber of babies born in the province of Alberta in 
1901, a y ear of nuclear testing, and discovered a m a rk ­ 
ed correlation between a presum ably radio-active rain­ 
fall and a rise in the num ber of birth defects. And a 
technician with a milk company, a personal friend 
whose anonymity I m ust respect, tells m e that his 
organization w as extrem ely jum py over what got into 
the stom achs of cows from radioactive grass during 
one particularly active period of nuclear experim ent. 
I don’t like to think of the radioactivity that has, at 
times, surely found its w ay into our children’s milk. 
Because these things bother me, I hope that the 
I U. S. Senate will act favorably on the proposed test ban 
treaty which Averell H arrim an brought back from 
Moscow. But the test ban should be accepted with 
open eyes, as something that stands quite by itself, and 
all talk that it constitutes a “ hopeful” first step toward 
significant disarm am en t should be discounted at once. 


Indeed, the prospects are that ratification of 
the test ban treaty will serve, ironically, as a p re ­ 
lude to an acceleration of the Cold War. The Com­ 
munists,

“ peace” propaganda does to produce indecisive­ 
ness in American and British councils, will certain ­ 
ly feel m ore confident that their localized subver­ 
sion in underdeveloped countries will be allowed 
to proceed without protest from either Washington 
or London. While waiting for a sum m it conference, 
the Com munists will be in a position to m ake hay. 


The first thing to do when K hrushchev opens his 
mouth to suggest that a test ban treaty should be 
followed up by some sort of non-aggression pact is to 
state the conditions that we of the West dem and as 
prelude to a com prehensive “ peace.” Here are som e 
item s that should be placed high on the agenda as 
absolutely necessary prelim inary Com munist conces­ 
sions: 
1. 
F re e elections, under a combined West-F.ast 
supervision, shall he held in E ast Berlin. E as t G e r­ 
m any, Poland, Czechoslovakia. Hungary, and Rum ania. 
As a condition of the elections, free party organization 
m ust be perm itted on a continuing basis. 
2. Khruschev m ust w ithdraw both his arm ed sold­ 
iers and his civilian “ technicians” from C astro’s Cuba, 
with 
on-site 
in sp e c to r 
possbly 
under 
neutral 
UN 
team s, guaranteeing that the em barkations of m en. 
planes and missiles are one hundred per cent co m ­ 
plete. 
3. The Berlin Wall m ust be razed, and free m ove­ 
m ent throughout eastern E urope m ust be reinstituted 
as a h um an right. 
4. The Kremlin shall re tre at to a neutral position in 
the struggles that are going on between the Addis 
Ababa African states and the Portugese colonies of 
Angola and Mozambique, and between Indonesia and 
the m em b ers of a M alaysian union. Insofar as support 
of Latin A m erican M arxist parties is concerned, the 
Kremlin 
shall 
sign 
a 
supplem entary 
agreem ent 
to 
respect the Monroe Doctrine. 
5. The H ungarian 
F reedom 
Fighters who w ere 
carted off to 
Sibcra 
after 
the suppression 
of the 
H ungarian Revolution shall be repatriated. And any 
other E ast European nationals who are being forcibly 
detained inside Russia shall be released. 


Inasm uch as the Krem lin, like the irrespon­ 
sible Kitty of E. E. C um m ing's poem, alw ays ducks 
the “ touch of m ust and shall,” it will be m any a 
blue 
moon 
before 
any 
such 
concessions 
are 
written into a non-aggression pact. Nevertheless, 
the 
West 
m ust 
stand 
firm 
on 
a 
fundam ental 
“ agenda of peace” that would, in effect, restore the 
balance that was once envisioned in the Potsdam 
agreem ents. 


Meanwhile, the arm istice in nuclear testing should 
^ n o t be followed by a cutback in L 
S. arm a m e n ts, 
la th e r of the atomic or the conventional variety. 
The possession of "overkill,” even if it is m atched by 
the Russians, will hardly kill us. for d eterrents are 
what keep the peace in a nationalistic world. We m ust 
keep our stock of bombs at current levels, and we 
m ust continue to improve delivery system s. 
If the 
Kremlin should ever suspect us of having fallen into 
a condition m aking for "underdelivery,” then it would 
be goodnight. 
One final observation 
as long as there are any 
doubts that Polaris and M inutem an missiles are c a p ­ 
able of knocking Russia out in case of w ar, I would 
feel m ore comfortable if the current move to "p h rase 
out” our m anned bom bers w ere reserved. 
Real peace is still a long way off Non-aggression 
agreem ents between Russia and the West are desirable, 
but not at the expense of any part of the world that 
was outside the borders of the K rem lin’s dom ain as it 
existed in 1938. before Poland was pardoned by the 
two m onsters. Hitler and Stalin. 
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WASHINGTON - W h e n

Representatives, 
threatened the other day to bolt 
the Dem ocratic P a rty leadership 
of the House on the m atter of 
priority of certain legislation. He 
said in his church on Sunday in 
a prepared address: 


“ No white m an. any m ore, is 
going to tell m e what I should do 
in the field of civil rights.” 
Does Mr. Powell distrust the 
judgm ent of the D em ocratic P a r ­ 
ty 
leaders 
because 
they 
are 
white? 
He 
also 
declared 
that 
“ white 
liberals” 
now 
m ust 
a s­ 
su m e a secondary role to Negro 
leaders. Not long ago R epresen­ 
tative 
Powell 
also said 
to 
the 
press: 
“ We have the white m an on 
the run now, let's keep him on the 
ru n !” 
This type of thinking is not like­ 
ly to decrease but to increase race 
consciousness. 
Attorney 
General 
Robert F. Kennedy, who is often 
sw ayed by political expediencies, 
has produced in objective term s 
a clear-cut exposition of the whole 
question of the responsibilities of 
whites and Negroes in the cu rren t 
controversy. 
He 
did 
this 
m ore 
th an five weeks ago during a dis­ 
cussion 
on 
NBC’s 
“ Meet 
The 
P r e s s ” program . The stenograph­ 
ic transcript of those com m ents 
is well worth re-reading and re­ 
producing in the light of R epre­ 
sentative Powell’s rem ark s. Since 
the Attorney General had discuss­ 
ed the rights of Negroes, he was 
asked to define the responsibilities 
of the Negroes. Mr. Kennedy re ­ 
plied: 
‘I think that they have a re-

sponsibility not only to Negroes 
but to white people and to the 
United States.
